Remarks 



This Office Action is responsive to applicant's amendment filed June 17, 2003. 

Claims 1, 3-5, 7, 8, 10-12, 14-16, 18, 20, 22, 24, 26, and 28-31 are pending, of which 
claims 28-31 are newly submitted. 

The rejection of claims 1, 4-5, 8, 1 1, 12, 15, 16, 20, 22, 24 and 26 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
based on Kurita et al. has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 3, 7, 10, 14 and 18 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) based on Kurita et al. 
and Tajima et al. has been withdrawn. 



Claims 1, 3-5, 7, 8, 10-12, 14-16, 18, 20, 22, 24, 26, and 28-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 1 (first embodiment), the prior art of record and to the 
examiner's knowledge do not teach or render obvious at least to the skilled artisan the instant 
invention regarding the presently claimed separator having a gas supply inlet positioned so that 
the gas enters into a first plurality of regions in a direction parallel to a longitudinal axis of the 
first region. In comparison, the closest prior art to Kurita et al. teaches a gas supply inlet [12] 
entering region [16a] in a direction perpendicular to a longitudinal axis of the region. 

Regarding independent claims 20, 24, 28 and 30 (second embodiment), these claims are 
allowed for the reasons set forth in a prior Office Action for dependent claims 21, 23, 25 and 27

the width of its immediately upstream region. 

As a matter of clarification, the examiner notes that new independent claims 28 and 30, 
in reciting the regions being "continuous across at least a portion of a length of each of the 
plurality of regions", is understood to be based on Figure 1 1 of the disclosed invention, wherein 
the projections along [SI] and [S2] are continuous across the portion of the length of the regions 
not already occupied by ribs [555] and [556] (respectively).
